Has the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion Benefitted the Nation? 
the topic debated yesterday by 
campus followers of the Demo- 
erat and Republican parties, 

Introduced by Kay Kersey, the 
Republicans were Tom Hood, Nor- 
man Kempster and Bill James. 
Mary Ann Butler, Al Villa, and 
George Clark spoke for the Demo- 
crates, 

Hood declared that the Republi- 
can record is impressive. He said 
that their policies aided in ending 
the Korean Conflict and stressed 
the Republicans were faced with 
the clearing up of “20 years of 
Democratic bungling.” 

Miss Butler averred that Ike's 
popularity is waning, and that the 
Republicans “are blundering to- 
ward defeat in the next election.” 
One issue was the giving-away of 
publicly-owned projects to private 
interests. The panel deviated on 
this point. That government proj- 
ects are beneficial was argued by 
the Democrats; whereas the Re- 
publicans agreed, but added that 
the cost was too great. A final 
reference to the Korean war was 
made by Clark, :
